GENERAL POSITION AGAINST ALLOWING ANY MORE SUCH BODIES 
TO ENTER CHILE UNLESS THERE IS GUARANTEE THEY WILL BE

4. COMMENT. CARVAJAL'S ATTITUDE TOWARD RECEIVING NEW

PINOCHET’S CAREFULLY WORDED STATEMENT DEC 31. ACCORDINGLY, 

IN PREPARING FOR CONSIDERATION OF ITEM ON CHILE IN HUMAN 
RIGHTS COMMISSION MEETING, PROPONENTS OF A MODERATE, 
NON-PREJUDICIAL RESOLUTION INVOLVING ANOTHER ON-THE-SPOT 
STUDY SHOULD NOT ASSUME THAT CHILEANS WILL PERMIT A NEW 
COMMISSION TO ENTER COUNTRY. I RAISED WITH CARVAJAL THE 
LIKELY ALTERNATIVE-A CONDEMNATORY RESOLUTION SPEARHEADED 
BY SOVIET BLOC MEMBERS-BUT CARVAJAL DID NOT REACT. CON- 
SEQUENTLY, SUGGEST THAT DELEGATIONS INTERESTED IN A 
MODERATE RESOLUTION GET TO WORK EARLY ON CHILEANS TO EXPLORE 
PROSPECTS FOR A STUDY GROUP, IF THAT IS INDICATED. PERHAPS 
SUCH A GROUP WOULD NOT HAVE TO VISIT CHILE. WE WOULD BE 
PREPARED AT PROPER MOMENT TO WEIGH IN AGAIN FROM THIS END 
IF THE PROSPECTS FOR A NON-PREJUDICIAL RESOLUTION SHOULD 
TURN OUT TO BE PROMISING. 
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
